The Plow's 100th Birthday— 


On a spring morning exactly a hundred 


years ago, John Deere demonstrated to the 
world how his new steel plow would work. 
He opened new vistas for agriculture. He was 
a pioneer in man's long struggle with the soil. 


Today the mechanical part of farming is no- 


longer-a, problem. Modern scientific wizardry 
has brought power-driven machinery. But 
the day of pioneering in agriculture is not 
thru. Today there are new frontiers. 


The problems now are of finding new mar- 


kets, of stimulating demand, of averting catas- 
trophic price fluctuations. And on this fron- 
tier there have been discoveries, of late, that 
rival John Deere's epochal achievement. 


Witness the discovery the farmers made 


when they found that the nation's greatest 
mechanism of food distribution, the National 
Association of Food Chains, was willing and 
eager to cooperate with them in disposing of Forget the Vitamins— 
surpluses by special sales thru 37,000 retail 
outlets. At this very moment the pear grow- 
ers of the Pacific coast, faced with a huge 
carryover and depressed prices, are seeing 
their market saved by a nationwide sale now 
getting under way.

Clever, attractive 
advertising 


copy has been responsible for the selling at 
a good price of many millions of boxes of or- 
anges, lemons and grapefruit. 


Having said this, we think we may indulge 


in mild reproof of the advertising department 
for its controversy over whether there is 
more vitamin C in California or Florida fruit 
juices. Personally, we don't believe that one 
in ten million people buy fruit with attention 
to vitamins. Most of us wouldn't know a vita- 
min if it walked up and bit us. We realize, 
of course, that experts writing advertising 
copy must have something to talk about, and 
of late years the gag seems to be to make the 
copy mysteriously scientific. 


As we understand it, Florida started the 


present advertising war by claiming that its 
oranges were far juicier than California or- 
anges. The horrible thing about it is not, evi- 
dently, whether this was a fact, but because 
Florida named California by name. The Cali- 
fornia advertising department retaliates by 
digging up comparisons on vitamin C, which 
seems to be the nigger in the woodpile, or 
something. The American Medical associa- 
tion brings its heavy batteries to bear in an 
editorial, and intimates there is no ground 
for California's claim to more vitamins per 
orange. California comes back and says that 
this was not what was claimed. California 
claims more vitamin C per glass of orange 
juice, etc. 


It all seems tremendously unimportant. 


California advertising experts have produced 
some wonderful copy on citrus fruits in past 
years. There is so much that can be said 
about these fruits that is appealing, and there 
is no product on the market that lends itself 
so easily to color reproduction. 


Perhaps the vitamin fad has not yet run its 


course. But most of us are hoping that food 
advertisers will forget it for something else 
soon. As an act, it is getting stale.

Passing of Mark L. Requa last Saturday is in the nature 


of the passing of an era. His death epitomizes, in a gen- 
eral sense, the passing of a time in our nation's history 
when men of individualistic aims achieved personal power 
and wealth. Men of his kind were necessary to build an 
expanding America. 


Born in Virginia City, Nevada, -in 1866, Mark Requa 


was educated in private schools, and very early in life be- 
came associated with his father in the mining business. 
The elder Requa built up a fortune from 'gold and silver 
mines. The younger Requa became a mining authority 
and engineer of mining properties, his advice and direc- 
tive ability sought for by great groups all over the world. 
It was in this activity that he became a co-worker with 
and close friend of Herbert Hoover, a friendship that rip- 
ened and increased thru the years. When Hoover became 
food administrator during the war it was natural that 
Requa should join him in Washington, becoming head of 
the oil division in the fuel administration. 


Requa was, more than any other man, responsible for 


the rise of Herbert Hoover in politics. They were busi- 
ness men, not politicians, but the war work inevitably pre- 
cipitated them into politics. Requa led California business 
men in a boom for Hoover for president in 1920, a move- 
ment that was sponsored largely by mining men of their 
own group, and by men and women who had served under 
Hoover in his overseas relief activities. Hoover became 
secretary of commerce and then president of the United 
States. Hequa, rich, powerful, and ambitious for his friend, 
Hoover, became national committeeman for the Republi- 
can party in California, holding that position from 1932 to 
1936. 
It was the war that precipitated these two men into 


politics. 


But it was the war and its aftermath of changing trade 


lanes, changing economics, new needs and new trends, that 
sent these men back to political retirement. A great na-^ 
national emergency catapulted them into political affairs. 
Another great national emergency brought about their re- 
turn to private affairs. 


Such men as Requa were highly necessary in an ex- 


panding country and world. He was a highly-trained de- 
veloper. Progress for himself and for the country meant 
leadership of the more or less ruthless type, and such men 
were useful in such an era. That era has definitely passed. 


The days of expansion arid exploitation are over; the 


time of conservation and consolidation is here. We owe 
much to men of the Requa type in America. Upon the 
foundations they helped to build there will doubtless be 
built a new America of different conception. Without the

EXCHANGE SAYS VALENCIAS 


TO MOVE BY MID-APRIL 


Total weekly shipments of oranges 


from all states should be less than 
last year for the balance of the sea- 
son, in contrast to the excessive total 
shipments made up to the latter part 
of February, the annual Orange 
county citrus growers' institute in 
Santa Ana was told Tuesday by Paul 
S. Armstrong, general manager of 
California Fruit Growers Exchange. 
This means that southern California 
valencias can begin to move by mid- 
April, he said. 


While Florida shipments for the 


balance of their season will be 
slightly more than last spring, Cali- 
fornia navels and miscellaneous va- 
rieties were reduced by cold weath- 
er, making a net decrease in total 
supply of around 3500 cars or 12 per 
cent based on latest estimates. 


Marketing program calls for com- 


pletion of navel shipments by the 
end of April. 
Accurate estimates 


were never more important than to- 
day, Armstrong said. The marketing 
agreement and sales organizations 
must operate on these estimates and 
we are hurting no one but ourselves 
if our information on quantity and 
condition of fruit is incorrect. 


Quantity of valencias that will be 


available for sale remains indefinite, 
with effects of frost damage chang- 
ing from week to week, Armstrong 
said.

realizes thc problems that Valen- 
cia growers are facing and we ask 
the growers and associations to 
realize that we cannot market the 
whole 
Valencia crop in 
three 


months and still get the increased 
returns possible if the crop can be

distributed over the entire sea- 
son," he said. 
Returns to Exchange shippers each 


week since resumption of shipping 
following the freeze have been ahead 
of comparable weeks during all of 
the past five years. 


"If we can maintain this record 


thruout the season, that will mean 
the best outcome for our growers," 
the Exchange manager stated. 


"It is our policy to salvage all fruit 


possible under the standardization 
law and at the same time to remem- 
ber that this law was recommended 
by the industry which should uphold 
effective enforcement of it." 


While by-products can salvage 


considerable value from damaged 
fruit, it still remains to be seen how 
much can be recovered in the way 
of juice products from damaged val- 
encias and whether canners can pay 
the price that undamaged valencias 
should bring this year, Armstrong 
said. 


Orderly marketing and maximum 


returns cannot be had to greatest 
degree unless hazards and benefits 
of an industry-wide plan are equit- 
ably distributed among all growers, 
was the conclusion of F. F. Heyden- 
feldt, head of the growers' service 
department of the Excharige, who 
discussed picking and pooling plans. 
Most growers will cooperate to get 
maximum returns, and they will be 
fair and tolerant of honest mistakes 
in judgment but intolerant of selfish 
motives, he said.

Speaking on the topic, "Commun- 


ism as a Way of Life," Dr. W. H. 
Burton concluded Monday evening 


Los Angeles county supervisors 


will oppose Los Angeles city's as- 
sembly bill that would give the city 
gasoline tax funds on a population 
basis, according to a resolution set- 
ting forth the county's position. 


Position of county officials is that 


Los Angeles city residents do not 
do their motoring or trucking ex- 
clusively within the city limits. The 
'-'" distributing gasoline tax funds 
on the basis of population, would 
mean that Los Angeles city would 
receive more than seven-twelfths of 
the county's total gasoline tax re- 
ceipts from the state. This is some 
$1,000,000 more than Los Angeles 
city now receives. 


Harold W. Kennedy, deputy coun- 


ty counsel, said that he had been in- 
formed that the passing of assembly 
bill 728 would mean discontinuance 
of the county road system and of the 
county road department. The bill 
would apply not only to Los Angeles 
county. 


It would work a serious hardship 


on the other forty-three cities of the 
county, and upon unincorporated 
territory which must look to the 
board of supervisors for all of its 
gas tax allocations, said George W. 
Jones, county road commissioner. 


Chairman Roger W. Jessup point- 


ed out that the supervisors have 
been aiding property owners in spe- 
cial assessment districts for the past 
three years by setting aside $1,500,-
